COLUSA, Calif, Jan. 18.— 
Sacramento river's rampaging 
waters receded (oday, hearten- 
ing 500 flood-beleaguered resi- 
denta of Butte City, where only 
the business section, atop a 
knell, escaped inundation, 


COLUSA, Calif, Jan, 18—Approx- 
imately 500 persons were trapped 
in their homes last night as the 
rampaging Sacramento river flood- 
ed Butte City and spread over more 
than 300,000 acres. Levees crum- 
bled along a 15-mile front north 
of here. 

Three levee breaks on the cast 
side of the river, swollen by heavy 
rains of the last week, were re- 
ported by weary crews of relief 
workers. 

Only boats could reach Butte City 
and the immediate area, where 
people were trapped in their homes 
by from three to five feet of water. 
They were not believed in immedi- 
ate danger, but fears of famine in 
the little dairy and trading com- 
munity were expressed, 

Most of the land inundated was 
pasture but considerable crop and 
orchard acreage was included.

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GERMAN SCIENTIST EVOKES 
PICTURE OF A NEW WORLD 
BUILT ENTIRELY OF GLASS 


BERLIN, Jan. 18.— The pic- 
ture of a world built entirely 
of glass, including glass arma- 
ments for use in time of war, 
was evoked by a German scien- 
tist addressing the Technical 
Society here Friday. 

The men and women of the 
future may wear glass clothes 
and dwell in houses of glass. 
Prof. Quassebart, indicating 
that new processing methods 
have enormously widened the 


uses to which glass may be 
| put. 

Glass cannon and glass bullets 
| may yet be used to repulse an 
enemy, he suggested. 

Prof. Quassebart declared it 
was already quite possible to 
make glass razor blades having 
seven times the elasticity of 
steel blades.

Edmonton taxpayers paid in about $900,000 
in advance against this year’s taxes, and will 


draw interest on that amount at 442 per cent 
until the taxes become due. 

This is a substantial, though not a heavy, 
increase over the amount prepaid last year, 


and shows the idea is continuing to gain popu- 
larity. 

It is likely to continue to grow in popularity 
because the taxpayer saves money in two ways. 
He saves the interest he is allowed on his pre- 
payment. And he will save ultimately because 
the less the city has to borrow from the bank 
the better its credit will be and the lower the 
interest rate it will have to pay 

If one-half the year’s tax levy were paid 
regularly in advance, Edmonton could do its 
occasional bank borrowing at a preferred rate.

That is a man-sized job, and a 
womanssized job as well. 

Romance has gathered about the lives of 
those adventurers who trekked across the plains 
in ox-carts and drove stakes in the Edmonton 
district and other now well settled and highly 
productive parts of the west. But they did not 
pay much attention to the romance of the thing 
at the time. They were too busy, grubbing 
roots and fighting mosquitoes, and breaking sod 
and hustling a living. 

Most of the present-day homesteaders, it may 
be surmised, are not being led into pioneering 
by a longing for adventure. Many of them are 
going onto homesteads to escape the even more 
forbidding hardships of unemployment and 
uncertainty in towns. If they are fitted for the 
life, and have the resolution to stand it, they 
are making a wise choice. For they can look 
forward to owning their own farms, being their 
own bosses, and living and bringing up their 
families under more assured conditions than are 
the lot of the wage-earner in town.

The loss of the American coaster Iowa with 
her crew of 34 on the Peacock Spit last Sunday 
morning, within sight of hundreds of helpless 
spectators, is a grim reminder of the perils of 
the sea. The Iowa was a good-sized craft, over 
400 feet long and drawing 24 feet—over four 
times the length of H.M.S. Bounty which many 
Edmontonians will be seeing this week on the 
screen.

Eggplant — Good 
Non-Starchy Vegetable 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

People used to think that eggplant contained 
a poison which could be removed by soaking 
slices of this vegetable in salt water. This is 
entirely unnecessary, however, as the eggplant 
is distinctly in the non-poisonous class. Many 
people have been prejudiced against this vege- 
table by believing it to be in- 
digestible, but the trouble is 
that they have based their 
experience with it by eating 
the eggplant in the fancy cos- 
tume of a fried egg. 

Eggplant may be broiled, 
boiled and baked, but should 
never be fried in grease after 
first being dipped in egg. This 
produces an indigestible food. 
The plain eggplant is much 
more delicious and digestible. 
If you will try some of the simple eggplant re- 
cipes I am sure you will enjoy the delicate 
flavor which is spoiled with the egg and grease. 

The eggplant bears no relation to the food 
value of an egg. But takes its name solely from 
the shape. It contains a good deal of fibrous 
cellulose which is good for the intestines and is 
also rich in potassium and alkaline elements. 
Here are some ways of preparing eggplant for 
variety in the menu. 

Broiled eggplant: Cut in thin slices and 
place under a broiler, turning over when deli- 
cately browned. 

Baked eggplant: Cut the eggplant in half 
and bake in the oven. When tender, scoop the 
pulp out of the shells and mash with some

butter. Place back in the shells and cover with 
a slice of tomato. Bake until the tomato is 
cooked. 


Boiled eggplant: First pare and dice the egg- 
plant and cook it in barely enough water to 
cover. When tender, serve and season with 
butter and cream. 

Eggplant and corn: Grind one eggplant and 
three turnips in a meat grinder. Mix with one 
can of corn and place in a baking pan. Cover 
with two tablespoonfuls of butter and bake 25 
minutes. 

Eggplant patties: Cut an eggplant into small 
pieces and mix with equal parts of ground 
round steak from which all fat and gristle have 
been removed. Run the mixture through the 
food chopper and add a small amount of finely 
chopped tomato. Mold into patties and bake in 
a hot oven till brown. 

Eggplant stew: Two stnall eggplant diced, 
four potatoes, one carrot, and one turnip diced, 
three stalks of celery. Add two tablespoonfuls 
of butter and place in a stewpan’ with just 
enough water to cover. Boil without lid over 
slow fire for 25 minutes, stirring frequently. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Marilyn t%. wants to know: 
“What are some of the physical causes of irri- 
table nerves?”

gestion in women. Or, nervous irritability may 
result from eye-strain or hemorrhoids. The 
physical causes are undoubtedly important 
and these causes must be removed before the 
paticnt expects a complete cure; however, it 


must be remembered that equally important are 
the mental causes. Destructive habits of think- 
ing, or wrong use of the emotions are potent 
causes in producing nerves which are irritable. 
When the patient is troubled by nervous irrit- 
ability, it is always a good plan to try a regimen 
of physical house-cleaning, using the fast, ene- 
mas, sponge baths, deep breathing, etc. The fast 
should be followed by a simplified diet, and an 
out-door exercising program should be started. 
These measures will often bring improvement.

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The National Bicycle Ride 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, KC. 


When riding a bicycle the rider has to keep going, or get off 
purposely, or fall off. Only in progress is there accomplishment 
and safety. This is also a true picture of the life of a nation. 


Any policy which seeks to make the progress of national life 
Subject to special privilege stops the bicycle. That is what hap- 
pened in Canada in 1930; and the nation was brought to such a 
condition that the president of a great transportation company 
declared that the Canadian nation must get an increase of com- 
merce in order to survive. 


An increase of commerce will prevent a national collapse; and 
will restore conditions as they existed before special privilege got 
into the saddle. This will get our present population back into 
work and business again; but through the years Canada has con- 
structed railways, established public utilities and created several 
varieties of public debt which call for the presence and effort 
and accomplishment of not less than thirty million people. 


In order to get these thirty million people into action, the 
first thing to be done is to get going on works of national develop- 
ment which will provide opportunities for young Canadians and 
keep them gainfully employed in Canada. For young Canadians 
the alternative opposite opportunity to succeed in life in Canada 
is migration. In the some seventy years of Canadian confedera- 
tion, had the necessity been effected of giving young Canadians 
the first places in national policies and in individual opportunity 
Canada would have had its thirty millions of people today. In- 
stead of this it is true that every state in the United States has 
had great increase of life and power due to the migration of young 
Canadians looking for the opportunities denied them at home. 


This is the vital function which Parliament should put before 
everything else, and it is never mentioned much less considered 
by Parliaments. 


Progress along any line which will afford opportunity to 
four or five million young Canadians will balance all the budgets 
in Canada.

UPPER HOUSE 


Bitterly Attacked for Call- 
ing Woodrow Wilson a 
“Falsifier” 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—With 
nuckles bleeding from vehement 
desk pounding, Senator Glass (D- 
Va.) Friday heaped a scalding at- 
tack upon Senator Nye (R-Nd.) for 
calling Woodrow Wilson a “falsi- 
fier.” 

Not fn the recollection of the sen- 
ate’s veterans had such a searing 
indictment echoed through the 
chamber as the outraged Virginian 
shouted ‘“demagogue,” “coward,” 
“mendacious” “malicious” at the 
senator from North Dakota. 

And there were others to join in 
the attack upon Nye—majority 
leader Robinson of Arkansas, 
Byrnes of South Carolina, and Con- 
nally of Texas—Democrats all. 


REVIEWS EVIDENCE 

Nye spent an hour reviewing the 
evidence on which, as chairman of 
the munitions committee, he based 
the charge that Wilson “falsified” 
in testifying that he did not Jearn 
the allies had secret treaties for 
dividing the territorial spoils of war 
until after the conflict had ended. 

Meantime, the state department 
released war-time documents tend- 
ing to show that United States Am- 
bassador Page, from London, re- 
ported to the department here in 


1915 that some of the allies had a} 


secret bargain to give Italy a big 
section of Austria-Hungary in re- 
turn for her entry into the war,

At the same time, Secretary Hull 
told newsmen: “I served in an 
official capacity during Mr 
son’s administration and I have the 
highest regard for his patriotism 
and scrupulous honesty.” 

Nye took the floor first to reply

GRITS DISCUSS 
PRESS LIBERTY 
AT STUDY MEET 


Declaring the press to be “the 
tribunal of the people” and that 
every effort should be made to 
guard against encroachments in the 
ancient privileges of journalism, J. 
S. Cowper, Edmonton newspaper- 
man, addressed the Edmonton Pro- 
vincial Liberal Study Group at a 
meeting in the McLeod Building, 
Thursday night, taking as his sub- 
ject “The Freedom of the Press.” 

Mr. Cowper traced the growth of 
the fourth estate from the time of 
Wm. Caxton, who built the first 
printing press in England. He also 
related his own interestering news- 
paper experiences covering a period 
of 30 years both in England and 
Canada. 

Deploring action being taken to 
restrict power of the press, Mr. 
Cowper said: “The press is the 
tribunal of the people, and every 
effort should be made to guard 
against encroachments of this kind” 

Clayton McLennan, secretary of 
the Edmonton Young Liberals’ As- 
sociation. discussed journalism’'s 
fight for freedom, stressing the ris- 
ing tide of Fascist control of the 
press. In this connection, he re- 
ferred to the work of John Paul 
Goebbels, Nazi minister of propa- 
ganda, in restricting journalistic 
liberty. | 

In conclusion, Mr. McLennan gave 
the following quotation made by 
Thomas Jefferson, one-time presi- 
dent of the United States: “Our lib- 
erty depends on freedom of the 
press, and that cannot be limited 
without being lost.”

Bicgest Year in History 
Nets Increased Earnings 
of $37,000 


The “bigges.” year in the history 
of Royal Alexandra and Isolation 
hospitals resulted in increased 
earnings of $37,000 over 1934, it was 
reveaied at the initial meeting of 
the new hospital board, held Fri- 
day night. Total carnings for 1935 
were $327,000. 

V. A. Porter, long a member of 


the board, was unanimously re- 
elected chairman. Ald. J. T. Mc- 


| Creath was elected vice chairman 
| after Mayor Joseph Clarke, K.C., 
| had asked the meeting to appoint 

to that post some man or woman 
| connected with the civic admin- 
istration. E. E. Owen had been 
nominated previous to this request. 
| Handling of an unprecedented 
| number of patients resulted in an 


expenditure of $383,600 or $22.000 
more than the amount budgeted for

Tuberculosis still tops the in- 
fectious diseases as cause of 
death. 

Ten operations per day were 
performed in the hospital 
throughout the year. 

Nearly 700,000 meals were serv- 
ed in the hospital last year. 

| Food cost the hospital 50 cents 

per patient per day. 

| There were 68 post-operative 

| deaths in the past year. (Less 
than two per cent of the total 
operations.) 

MEMBERS WARNED 

Dr. Anderson warned the mem- 
bers of the board sternly that the 
| charges that are made for the use 
of the operating room are not near- 
ly high enough to cover the actual 
}expenditure involved, Increased 
medical supplies and equipment in 
Operating rooms have made this 
condition common throughout all 
Canada, 

Miss Munro, superintendent of 
nurses, followed Dr. Anderson with 
her annual report and explained 
that when business increased dur- 
ing the year it was found neces- | 
sary to enlarge the staff. Mr. Pear- 
son, building superintendent, had 
much the same story to tell, while 
Dr. Newell reported formally on 
the activities of the medical staff. 
Dr, M. E. Hall gave a special report 
on the work of the pahological de- 
partment. 

Commenting on the record year 
in the course of his brief address, 
Mr. Porter told the board that his | 
hopes for country collections, saviour | 
of all prairie hospitals, were dash- 
ed when the first frost nipped the 
crops waiting to be harvested.

The new statute is one of which

Many of these, especially 
those to quiet the nerves and in- 
duce sleep, are used beneficially by 
large numbers of people.

“In this day of democracies re- 
ceding to the sweep of the despot- 
ism of dictatorships, the freedom 
of the press, the freedom of speech 
and thought must be jealously 
guarded.

“Ethiopia is a mosaic of races and 
creeds,” he said, “with the tribes of 
the north olive skinned, the men of 
the highlands a sooty brown and 
the peoples of the south black. 
When the Lion of Judah has a 
proclamation drawn up it must be 
printed in 71 different languages 
so that all tribes may understand 
it.” 


FOUNDED AT AKSUM 

The kingdom of Ethiopia was 
founded at the holy city of Aksum 
in 663 BC., and came under the 
influence of Judah through the 
actions of King Solomon. In the 
time of Alexander the Great, the 
city of Alexandria had a population 
of 2.000000 and the capture of two 
Greek traders by Ethiopians in 451 
A.D. brought Christianity to the 
country. 

In the year 500 warriors of Ethi- 
opia conquered Arabia and isolation 
came to the African kingdom when 


Islam's tide. swept over eastern 
Europe. 
“In the 16th century with the 


forces of Islam storming in from 
the north and the wild tribes in- 
vading from the south Ethiopia was 
sorely pressed,” continued Dr. 
Hardy.
